tome the BOP, Tn 1915 he was elected Secretary of the Anti-Faseist People's : 


Preedon Leamue (ATPFL). In duly 1925 he presided as chairman at the 

first BCP Congress, which declared its complete syrpathy with the aims of 
tne AFPFL. On 20 July 1916 he vreasimed his post in AFPFL end becams General 
Secretary of the BCP. During this period he also became President of the 
All Burma Peasants’ Union. He was warned by the Government for a number 

of extreme speeches he made at this time, 


h. THAN TUN advocated unity betwean the BCP and the AFPFL to "drive out the : 
imperialists," and initiated propaganda to this effeet. Following AUNG E 
“Ng assassination he was responsible for 3 determined attempt to cast 
e blame on the Government. His position on Anglo~ Burmese Treaty has 
Seen one of consistent and vigorous opposition. In 198 he attended the 
Second Party Congress of the Communist Party of India (CPI), and went

30 THAN TUN is welleinformed and widely read politically. He has no stomach 
for hardship and has been reported to fear imprisonment. He is something 
of a visionary but has, nevertheless » the ability to achieve practical 
solutions of current proble7s,
